The  dances  will  include  the 
whole  range  of  popular  dancing 
of  the  age:  rhythms  of  the  sea, 
gypsy  dances,  hornpipes,  free 
dances,  and  court  dances,  all  of 
which  are  an  inherent  part  of  the 
drama  of  the  early  days  in  the 
career  of  Columbus. 

The  music,  which  is  based  on 
the  folk  melodies  of  Spain  and 
Italy,  was  composed  by  Florence 
Wickham,  famous  contralto  of  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  Company.  The 
choreography  was  prepared 
Edwin  Strawbridge.

MADE  FEB.  26 

Late  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
February  26,  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  and  the  Board  of  Christian 
Higher  Education,  meeting  in  a 
joint  session,  delivered  the  deci¬ 
sion  that  the  permanent  location 
of  Wartburg  College  would  be  In 
Waverly,  Iowa.  A  formal  an¬ 
nouncement  to  this  effect  was  Is¬ 
sued  after  five  and  one  half  hours 
of  deliberation.  At  the  1944  con¬ 
vention  of  the  American  Lutheran 
Church,  it  was  decided  that  these 
two  boards  be  instructed  to  re- 
study  the  question  of  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  our  mid-west  senior  col¬ 
lege  and  to  arrive  at  a  final  con¬ 
clusion.

Homecoming  the  ten- 
has  been  mounting  among 
the  students,  for  at  that  time  the 
alumni  requested  the  members  of 
the  boards  to  reach  a  decision  be¬ 
fore  the  spring  semester  began,  in 
order  that  plans  could  be  made  for 
the  coming  year. 

Now  that  the  question  concern¬ 
ing  the  location  has  been  settled, 
the  problem  of  expansion  must  bo 
solved  by  the  various  boards. 
Plans  are  that  Wartburg  will  soon 
be  accredited  in  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Association  of  Colleges. 

On  March  12  the  Board  of  Re¬ 
gents  will  meet  with  the  college 
administration  to  decide  on  a 
building  program  for  the  imme¬ 
diate  future.  Their  proposal  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Christian 
Higher  Education  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Church  for  ap¬ 
proval.  The  new  buildings  pro¬ 
posed  for  immediate  construction 
fieldhouse  or  health  center, 
new  girls’  dormitory.  A 
commons  is  also  an  immediate 
need.  Other  buildings  needed  for 
religious  education,  science,  and 
the  fine  arts,  will  be  constructed 
later. 

Immediate  plans  also  call  for 
the  remodeling  of  Wartburg  Hall 
in  order  to  provide  additional 
housing  facilities  and  a  social  cen¬ 
ter,  and  the  remodeling  of  North 
Hall  and  Grossman  Hall.  Included 
the  plans  is  the  probable 
conversion  of  the  present  gymna¬ 
sium  into  a  library,  and  the  pro¬ 
viding  of  additional  class  rooms 
and  offices  in  Luther  Hall.  It  la 
hoped  that  the  construction  of  an 
auditorium  between  the  wings  of 
Luther  Hall  and  extending  to  the 
ist  may  also  be  undertaken  in 
e  near  future. 

President  Becker  recently  said: 
"The  immediate  goal  is  an  enroll- 
’  500."  Our  present  enroll- 
250  taxes  all  our  facilities 
to  the  limit.  It  is  obvious  that  a 
program  of  physical  expansion 
must  be  undertaken  immediately 
if  Wartburg  College  is  to  con¬ 
tinue  growing.

He  walks  in  long  and  even  strides 
re,  because  we  would  like  to 
he  is,  try  desperately  to  fol- 
a  His  steps.  We  squirm  and 
struggle  as  we  try  to  follow  the 
exact  imprints  of  His  feet,  and  we 
often  waver  and  too  frequently 
fall  behind,  but  always  we  look  to 
Him,  who  died  for  our  sins,  for  the 
help  that  we  need  in  trying  to  live 
the  perfect  life.

Anyone  who  has  glanced  at  the  | 
headlines  of  a  newspaper  or  lis-  I 
tened  to  the  radio  recently  has  I 
certainly  seen  or  heard  something 
about  the  recent  appointment  of 
cardinals.  Why  the  America  press, 
public,  and  government  should 
give  so  much  attention  to  this 
publicity,  we  do  not  know.  The 
newspapers  crowded  their  front 
page  with  these  stories,  and  the 
radio  set  up  special  networks  to 
get  step-by-step  descriptions  of 
departure  of  the  officials  for 
Rome. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  is 
within  its  right  when  it  tries  to 
get  publicity  for  the  fact  that  a 
local  man  is  being  made  a  "prince 
of  the  church,”  but  why  should 
the  public  "go  along”  with  this 
propaganda  or  fail  to  see  that  it 
is  propaganda? 

In  this  country  all  churches  are 
equal  before  the  law.  Certainly 
they  are  not  equal  before  the  press 
and  government.  It  should  be  re¬ 
membered  that  Mr.  Roosevelt  sent 
a  “personal  representative"  to  the 
Vatican,  who  turned  out  to  be 
an  ambassador.  Why  should  the 
government  send  a  representative 
to  only  one  church? 

The  World  Council  of  Churches, 
composed  of  Protestant  churches, 
is  now  meeting  in  Geneva.  Some 
very  important  American  dele¬ 
gates  are  in  attendance.  Did  their 
names  "make”  the  headlines’  It 
was  neither  expected  nor  desired. 
The  press  should  not  be  used  to 
emphasize  any  religious  deno¬ 
mination.  If  the  press  continues 
to  follow  its  present  attitude,  it 
will  lose  the  faith  of  many  Amer¬ 
icans.

Choir  Notes 

The  first  post-war  concert  sea¬ 
son  of  the  Wartburg  Choir  con-  j 
sists  of  22  concerts  to  be  given  in 
four  states.  From  the  first  con- 1 
cert  on  March  3  to  the  final  ap¬ 
pearance  on  April  28  the  choir1 
will  travel  approximately  2000 
miles. 

Traveling  in  two  large  char¬ 
tered  buses,  the  50-voice  Wartburg 
Choir  is  organized  for  its  tour 
much  like  a  professional  troupe. 
Most  of  the  "chores",  such  as 
handling  the  risers,  gown  trunks, 
and  luggage,  are  performed  by  the 
first  year  men.  There  is  also  a 
person  who  checks  temperature, 
ventilation  and  lighting  in  the  au¬ 
ditorium,  another  who  handles 
programs,  a  mailman,  a  captain 
for  each  bus  to  check  passengers, 
and  a  variety  of  other  personnel. 
The  choir  president  acts  as  gener¬ 
al  chairman. 

The  combined  audience  for  the 
1948  concert  season  will  most 
likely  exceed  the  audience  oC  past 
concert  seasons  by  a  wide  mar¬ 
gin.  Advance  indications  are  that 
from  15,000  to  20,000  people  will 
attend  the  concerts  this  year. 

The  April  23  radio  broadcast 
will  conclude  the  present  series 
of  28  programs  which  feature  the 
Wartburg  Choir.
